Sizing Paper. 





Its HistoRtcaAL DEVELOPMENT. 


(Translated for Tae Paper Trape JournaL from the 
report of Dr. C. Wurster.) 
(Continued. } 

The preparation of white sizing, or free rosin 
sizing. is of far greater interest to the paper 
manufacturer. While the concentration of the 
solution of soda holds but a tributary position in 
the preparation of brown sizing, it is of the last 
importance in that of white sizing. According 
to the new theory in regard to sizing, as much 
free rosin as possible should be incorporated 
with the rosin soap. The conditions yunder 
which this dissolution works the best = not 
well known. From observations up to the pres- 
ent time it appears that the dissolved rosin is 
directly proportionate to the concentration of 
the rosin soap. The concentration of the soap 
is followed by an elevation of the temperature 
of the liquid in ebullition. A higher tempera 
ture will be manifest, as well in the rosin as in 
the rosin soap already formed, from the perfect 
ly liquid state, and which will influence the sol 
ubility of the rosin in the rosin soap. Then, the 
presence of certain salts, among which is 
counted the bicarbonate of soda, seems to hin- 
der and lessen the solubility of the free rosin in 
the soap. We shall, therefore, be obliged to con- 
sider the point of fusion of a rosin applicable to 
the preparation of a white sizing as well as the 
purity of the alkali employed. 

The concentration of the soap would be much 
more easily effected with boilers heated by direct 
coutact with the fire, and we know many manu- 
facturers who give them preference; but care- 
ful use of the steam boilers will accomplish the 
same result. 

How shall we manage to incorporate the free 
rosin with the rosin soap? Wecan work it by 
several methods. First—By diminishing the 
quantity of alkaliin dissolving the rosin. Sec- 
ond—By carrying the dissolution of the rosin 
only to a certain point, where there will still re- 
main the desired portion of free rosin in the 
rosin soap, and separating the lye which con 
tains the excess of soda by rest and decanting. 
Third—By first forming an entirely dissolved | 
and concentrated soap, and then dissolving in it, | 
while hot, a known quantity of free rosin. | 
Practically we have studied only the first of the 
methods indicated, but we feel sure of equally 
good results from the third. 

In ettiploying soda crystals we have succeeded | 
in incorporating with the soap 15 to 20 per cent. | 
of free rosin. Miller, in the process already | 
mentioned, as well as M. G. Planche, must have | 
introduced 35 to 40 per cent. of free rosin by 
using caustic soda, which incontestably gives a 
more concentrated soap, reaching a higher tem- | 
perature and not giving rise to the formation of | 
bicarbonate of soda. This result would seem 
to justify the idea of Planche, who asserts that | 
he can dissolve more rosin by using soda in its | 
caustic form than by employing the carbon 
ate—a view which even Miiller does not partake 
and which he seeks to criticise. 

We have obtained good results by the follow- 
ing process, using 30 to 34 kilos of soda crystals 
for 100 kilos of rosin: 65 litres of water warmed 
by the indirect heat (double bottom); dissolve | 
therein 30 to 34 kilos of soda crystals; the disso- 
lution being perfected, add gradually, being | 
careful to stir and separate the compact masses | 
formed by the half melted rosin, 100 kilos of | 
rosin in pieces the size of a nut; heat it as much 
as possible; if the foam rises too briskly, stir 
with the spatula in the foam only, and not from 
the bottom of the boiler. The dissolution of the 
rosin is effected only slowly in this concentrated 
solution, there is a considerable escape of car- 
bonic acid during about two hours. It must be 
heated to a certair point, just where the rosin 
soap assumes its desired condition. The entire 
operation occupies from five to eight hours. 
The workmen in charge of the preparation of | 
the soap acquire by experience the necessary 
knowledge by which they judge by the consis- | 
tency of the mass if the operation is complete, | 
or if it should be continued. 

The soap is good when it forms, on falling 
from the spatula, a transparent surface, very 
clear, devoid of gas” bubbles, breaking off short, | 
and not stringy. By diluting this soap with its 
own weight of boiling water, there should re 
sult, on cooling, a clear brown jelly, showing no 
yellow rays. By diluting the soap with an ex 
cess of hot water there should result a resinous | 
milk free from flocks or precipitated rosin. 

We have already had occasion to revert to the 
influence of excessive dilutions of soap 
water rich in carbonic acid.

Then lower the temperature 
of the liquid by the addition of cold water, and 
proceed to the dissolution of the rosin soap by a 
constant stirring of the mass; when the soap is 
sufficiently amalgamated, heat it gradually to 
60° or 65°. 


A perfect milk should result, without resinous | 
| lumps, if the soap be good; if the contrary, the 
rosin precipitated in lumps, sinks—particularly | 


if it has been too quickly heated— 
to the bottom of the boiler. The 
game thing occurs if the sizing be 
too concentrated. The valve is 
then removed and the sizing is 
filtered by fastening a woolen bag 
to the end of the tube. The fil- 
tration is accelerated by an occa- 
sional tap on the bag. If there 
has been a precipitation of rosin, 
this will soon clog the bag, which 
must then be changed. The sizing 
thus produced has a milky appear- 
ance. The quantity of free rosin 
in suspension will be about 15 to 
20 per cent. From 2.5 to8 kilos. of rosin in the 
form of white sizing is enough to size qite 
thin paper.

Esparto Grass Trade of Tunis.

The last 
mile of the channel of the river forms a tidal 
harbor, which admits of the passage of boats up 
to seven tons burden only. Yet considerable 
trouble is experienced by them in bringing down 
the grass when the sea is at all rough, on ac- 
count of the bar formed by the accumulation of 
sand at the entrance. It sometimes also hap- 
pens that navigation is altogether suspended 
from the choking up of the passage for the 
waters, and the sand has to be cleared away at

acres—it is not without interest to learn that a 


useful textile fibre may be obtained from these | 


stems, and it will only be a question of price as 
to the extent which it may be worth while to 
produce it. Bavaria being one of the principal 
hop-growing countries on the Continent, it is 
not surprising to learn that serious attempts are 
being made there to utilize the stems for the 
acquisition of a useful fibre. The stems are 
boiled in a closed boiler for about three-quarters 
of an hour with a little soda and soap; they are

then washed in clean water; the fibres can now | 


be drawn off, and are then boiled for three- 
quarters of an hour in water with vinegar 
(acetic acid) ;.after this they are washed in clean 
water and dried. The fibre thus obtained, it is 
asserted, has a great similarity to flax, being 
long, fine, soft, and elastic. The stems are 
hackied and otherwise treated like flax, and also 
bleached; the tow obtained from them makes 


excellent material for stuffing furniture.

The Wisconsin Paper Plant. 


A curious plant has been discovered in Wis 


| consin, which produces a kind of cotton and flax 


from the samestalk. It has been already woven | 


| into fabrics, and as any article that will make | 


as good cloth as can be made from this plant 
will make good paper, it has been called the 
paper plant. It can be planted in the spring | 


and cut in the fall and winter. It bleaches it- |

Improved Cylinder Machine. 


Herewith is given an illustration of an im- 
proved cylinder machine, patented by G. Wilson 
and A. Raymond, of Amsterdam, N. Y. In the 
drawing, G is the cylinder mold, H the couch 


| roll, A the under press roll, E the top press roll 
soon exhausted, and only if prices offer well can | 


and drying cylinder, M the felt washer, K K 
the squeeze rolls. 

The paper formed on the mold G, and pressed 
or couched by couch roll H, is carried by the 
felt Lin the direction of the arrow, to and be- 
tween the press rolls A and E, at this point the 
paper adheres to the top press roll or drying 
cylinder, passes around it to the roll N, thence to 
the reel O, where it is reeled as on other ma- 
chines. 

The top press roll E is made large and heated 
with steam in the same manner as the drying 
cylinders on the ordinary mach- 
ines, Its large amount of surface 
and lack of a drier felt gives it 
sufficient capacity todry that class 
of paper which this machine is 
specially adapted to make.

Ans.—This trouble can be prevented by having | 


the bed-knife made the full length of the

and acid, giving the bleach all the time you 
possibly can before adding the acid.

Not- 
withstanding all this, the manufacturers are in 
good spirits, and are looking forward to better 
times. Very little is now said of limiting the 
production, and it is doubtful if it is attempted. 
There has been more building going on in this

city since last winter than at any time for the | 


past six years. New mills have been built, 
additions made to old ones, and tenement houses 
built for the employes. Thus far we have very 
little cause for complaint. 

Among the more recent business enterprises is 
the removal of the Connecticut River Pulp Mill 
to the six acre tract of land below the Newton 
Paper Company’s mill at South end. The pres 
ent mill is located on Bigelow street, near the 
centre of the city, and the odor from 
chemicals, which is very obnoxious, is the princi 
pal cause of the removal. The company will 
remove to the new location in the fall. Two 
lines of railroads run very 
and the close proximity to the Transportation 


Company’s wharf render the change a favorable | 


one. 

The Turners’ Falls Paper Company has had 
built a very large rotary bleach boiler. It 
eight feet in diameter, twenty-seven feet in 
length, and is built from three-quarter inch iron. 


The weight is fifteen tons and it is said to be the 


jargest bleach boiler ever built in this country. 

The Wauregan Paper Company has put in an 
iron penstock over 40 feet long, 83¢ feet in 
diameter, built of three-quarter inch boiler iron. 
It is made in three sections and looks as if it was 
very serviceable.

Second—-Slacken the front end of the first felt 
by means of stretch roll, the felt will travel for- 
ward. Tighten the felt by wrapping a thin 
piece of cloth around the front end of the stretch 
roll and the felt will travel forward. The above 
instances can be repeated at different places all 
over the machine. 

As a finale, let us take a belt. I move the ends 
of the shaft on which the pulleys are keyed a 
little nearer to each other, thus slackening the 
belt on that side, and the belt will travel toward 
that side of the pulleys. But instead of doing 
this, if I wind a piece of felt around the edge of 


| the pulleys, thus tightening the belt on that side, 


the belt will travel toward that side. Next time 
we bear from “‘ Q.,” I hope his experiments will 
have convinced him that the theory of felts, 
wires, &c., traveling to the slack and tight 
sides is an exploded humbug.

The Denison Paper Manufacturing Com- 
pany’s Failure, 


A meeting of the creditors of the Denison 


‘Paper Manufacturing Company, whose failure 


was reported in THE JOURNAL last week, was 
held at Portland, Me., on Wednesday afternoon, 
July 9. Sixty creditors of the company were 
present, and Wm. P. Frye, of Lewiston, was 
chosen as chairman. 

A. A. Strout, of the firm of Strout & Holmes, 


| counsel for the Messrs. Denison and the paper com- 


pany, made a very full and explicit statement of 
the affairs of the company. From this state- 
ment it appeared that A. C. Denison went to 
Mechanic Falls in 1851, and built the Eagle 
Paper Mill, and in 1857 erected what is known as 
the Star Mill. In 1861 his son, A. T. Denison, 
purchased an interest in the business, which was 
afterward carried on under the firm name of A. 
C. Dennison & Co. Until the organization of 
the Denison Paper Manufacturing Company, in 
1873, business was profitable, and in 1865 the 
firm erected the Diamond Mill, and at the same 
time made extensive improvements upon the 


|} dams and mills composing their property at 


Mechanic Falls. 
In 1867 they built the Union Mill, and an 


| expensive stone dam across the Little Andros. 


coggin River above their miils. In 1870 they 
put up the brick building used for supercalen- 
dering the finer grades of paper, and in 1873 
they built the Poland Mi!i, which is now 
used for the manufacture of pulp for their other 
mills. They also extended the Diamond Mill 
and made additions to the buildings connected 
with their property, which were afterwards used 
by the Evans Rifle Co. The building and fur- 
nishing of these mills, and extensive improve- 
ments upon their real estate, involved the ex- 
penditure of a large amount of money, which 
not only absorbed the profits of manufactures 
but occasioned the contracting of a floating debt, 
of which, owing to the general depression of 
business and a decline in prices, they have been 
unable to rid themselves. 

In 1873 Dr. W. R. Evans perfected and pat- 
ented the arm known as the “ Evans Magazine 
Rifle,” which was so novel in its features and 
direct in its action that it was believed by com- 
petent experts to be destined to revolutionize 
the military system of the world in the depart- 
ment of small arms. The matter came to the 
attention of the Messrs. Denison. Sample guns 
were manufactured and sent to different coun- 
tries, receiving the most flattering commenda- 
tion, and their agents in New York received 
large orders, which they were unable to fill ow- 
ing to want of capacity for manufacturing. The 
Messrs. Denison were induced by these favorable 
indications, and by advice of friends competent 
to judge, to erect works sufficiently extensive to 
manufacture fifty guns per day. The machinery 
and tools required for this purpose, owing to the 
novel structure of the gun, were necessarily of 
a peculiar pattern, and the cost of the works for 
the manufacture of the rifle was largely over 
$100,000. In the meantime a demand for the 
arm continued, and in the fall of 1877 the Evans 
Rifle Manufacturing Company, which had been 
previously organized, commenced manufactur- 
ing on a large scale and continued until it had 
on hand about 8,000 rifles, the largest part of 
which remain unsold, owing to a variety of 
causes affecting more or less the sale of all fire- 
arms. It also appeared that in 1875 the Bowdoin 
Paper Company, situated in Topsham, was or 
ganized, and Messrs. Denison united with W. H. 
Parsons & Co., then agents in New York for the 
sale of paper, in taking the stock of the com- 
pany, Parsons & Co. advancing the whole capi 
tal, holding the moiety of stock belonging 
to the Denisons as collateral security for 
the purchase money due from them. Stock 
was issued from time to time as cash divi- 
dends were earned, which was pledged by 
the Denison Paper Manufacturing Company 
for loans obtained by it. During this time 
that company found itself embarrassed on ac- 
count of the very large amount absorbed in its 
real estate and in the manufacture of the rifle, 
and the paper business, in common with all 
other business, being considerably depressed, 
from what it was during the exaggerated prices 
and excitement of war times, it was obliged to 
raise an additional sum of money for the general 
purposes of its business. It already had a 
contract with W. H. Parsons & Co., by which 
the latter agreed to advance, upon satisfactory 
security being given, the sum of $50,000 in addi- 
tion to their acceptances to the amount of 
manufactured paper on their hands for sale, 
Accordingly in January, 1878, this sum was ad- 
vanced by them in cash, and in May following 
and upon application they agreed to make a 
further advance, provided the Denison Paper 
Company would execute a mortgage of its real 
estate as security, which it agreed to do, and in 
accordance with this agreement in August fol- 
lowing a mortgage was executed to secure the 
sum of $100,000, covering loans made and to be 
made to that amount. 

After this Parsons & Co. continued to advance 
until they had loaned the company the full sum 
of $100,000 in cash, covered by the mortgage. 
With this assistance the company continued its 
business until the 28th day of last month. The 
advances made by W.H. Parsons & Co. had 
then come to be in excess of the security held 
by them and they declined to make further 
acceptances and put on record the mortgage 
which they held, This action upon their part 
left no alternative for the Denison Paper Com 
pany except to call a meeting of the creditors,

The mortgage held by W. H. Parsons & Co 
also covers $35,000 of the notes of A. C. Denison | 
& Co., given for a loan to the Denison Paper | 
Manufacturing Company. In addition to this 
the Denison Paper Company is liable as indorser 
for $208,017.82, of which $42,280 is the paper of | 
the Evans lifle Company. Its assets consists of | 
the mills at Mechanic Falls, subject to the mort. 
gage of W.H. Parsons & Co. for $100,000, and 
personal property and other real estate unin 
cumbered, of the value of $61,000 in round num- 
bers. The value of the mill property could not 
be accurately stated, inasmuch as it depends ina 
large measure upon whether the business con 
tinues or not, and the same is true of the prop- 
erty of the rifle company. The cause of the 
disaster is to be found in the large amounts ex 
pended in building up the real estate, the unfor 
tunate results of the rifle company and the gen 
eral depression of business, which has prevented 
the company from meeting and paying its inter 
est, expenses of manufacture and the indehted 
ness due to its creditors. 

At the conclusion of the statement by Mr. 
Strout, some questions were asked and answered, 
and on motion of Mr. Packard, of Lewiston, a 
committee of six, comisting of Messrs. Edwin 
Emery, of Boston, James Monroe, of West | 
Auturn, Ara Cushman, of Auburn, Ira P. Far- 
rington, of Portland, E. Storey Smith, of New | 
York, and J. M. Robbins, of Lewiston, were 
selected by the creditors to examine the affairs 
of the company and to report at an adjourned 
meeting the best course to pursue. 

Much sympathy was expressed for the Messrs. 
Denison, and the best of feeling towards them 
seemed to pervade the meeting. 

The creditors’ committee met yesterday at 
Mechanic Falls, and will report to a second 
meeting of creditors to be held on Tuesday next. 

It is understood that contracts with W. H. | 
Parsons & Co. were made every few years, and 
in 1877 a contract was entered into between this | 
firm and the company, to run for five years, 
from January 1, 1878, to January 1, 1883, under 
which W. H. Parsons & Co. were to receive 74 
per cent. commission on sales, and were to ad- 
vance the company $50,000 over and above ac- 
ceptances, against paper in their hands, for 
which satisfactory security was to be given. W. 
H. Parsons & Co. advanced in all, under this 
agreement, $55,000, but insisted on security for 
past and future advances for the gross sum of 
$100,000, by mortgage on the real estate. This 
was in April, but the mortgage was not executed

The Evans 
Rifle Co. has drawn very heavily on the paper 
company, which is largely in the same owner- 
ship. Parsons, the New York selling agent of 
the paper company, has latterly been actually 
carrying the concern and has held a $100,000 | 
mortgage for a long time, but did not record it | 
till he saw tbe failure already on, when he put 
it on the records. This public record was the 
signal for entire collapse, and there is great bit- 
terness among our banks and private creditors 
over the whole business. All I can say is the 
concern is now preparing a statement and has 
ordered a meeting of creditors in this city on 
Wednesday, July 9.
